Food for the mind is as important as food for the body. No 
person will consider eating garbage,, yet many of them will de- 
vour gobs of the stuff for mental nourishment. We make refer- 
ence -to.the trash magazines and comic books which are avail- 
able on mast newsstands, be they in a super market, stationary 
or-drug store. 2 

.The average high school student attracted to the lurid mag- 
azine cover or comic book is an adolescent attempting to satis- 
fy a budding curiosity. Most recognize literary junk and pass 
it up. Some adolescents succumb to the urge to see what is con- 
tained’ between the covers and spend 25 to 75 cents to buy the 
magazine or comic book. 

‘Parents, schools,’ and students share in the responsibility 
to maintain moral values, ‘This is a responsibility which can 
neither be ignored nor denied. PHS’ reponsibility is limited to 
the general area of the busses, the school, and related activi- 
ties. After school responsibility therefore is shared by the par- 
ents and the child. 

Parents, even working parents, should be acquainted 
with the reading habits of their children and teyp’old “sujo ex- 
ercise sufficient contro}.49 see that undesirable ria..-,. ndterialy 
neither enters the home ‘nor becomes a part of the daily school 
book load. Students in addition to a moral responsibility have a 
further responsibility to their parents, to conduct themselves 
above reproach. To many there is also the matter of a spiritual 
responsibility. 

Trash magazines. and comic ‘books, be they scandal sheets, 
borderline pornograph art photography, or true love stories 
are of negative value, either educationally or as a medium of 
entertainment. We encourage reading. There are many maga- 
zines and comic books which do not offend by glorifying ban- 
ditry, divorce, immorality, drug addiction, wild parties, the 
so called artist’s model photograph and the kind of loose living 
that anyone with a small amount of common sense can detect 
as fraudulent. Fortunately the better kind of magazines and 
comic books are available on the same racks that carry the in- 
ferior type and usually are cheaper. 

A trash Magazine problem at PHS does not now exist. With 
the co-operation of parents, students, and faculty, no such 
problem should arise. By participating in the effort to reduce 
the sales of trash magazines, the so-called juvenile delinquency 
problems will be limited to the few bad apples that are sure to
